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Adopted in 1869. 



1. The Conference shall me<!t at o’clock a. m., and adjourn at 12 m., but may alter 
the time of meeting and adjourning at its discretion. 

2. The President shall take the chair precisely at the time to which the Conference 
stood adjourned, and cause the same to be opened by reading the Scriptures, singing and 
prayer, and shall have the journals of the preceding day read and approved. 

3. The President shall decide all questions of order, subject to an appeal to the Con- 
ference; but in case of an appeal, the question shall be taken without debate. 

4. He shall appoint all committees not otherwise specially ordered by the Conference, 
but any member may decline serving on more than one committee at the same time. 

6. All motions and resolutions introduced by any member shall be reduced to writing, 
if the President, Secretary, or any member of the Conference requests it. 

6. When a motion, resolution or report presented is read by the Secretary or stated by 
the President, it shall be deemed in possession of the Conference, but any motion or reso- 
lution may be withdrawn by the mover, at any time before action or amendment 

7. No new motion or resolution shall be made before the one under consideration has 
been disposed of, which may be done by adoption or rejection, unless one of the following 
should intervene, which motions shall have precedence in the order in which they are 
placed, viz : Indefinite postponement, lying on the table, reference to a committee, post- 
ponement to any given time, or amendment. 

8. No member shall be interrupted when speaking, except by the President, to call 
him to order when he departs from the question, uses personalities or disrespectful lan- 
guage ; but any member may call the attention of the President to the subject when he 
deems the speaker out of order, or any other member may explain when he thinks him- 
self misrepresented. 

6. When any member is about to speak in debate, or deliver any matter to the Con- 
ference, he shall rise from his seat and respectfully address himself to the President. 

10. No person shall speak more than twice on the same subject, or more than fifteen 
minutes at one time, without leave of the Conference ; nor shall any person speak more 
than once until every member choosing to speak shall have^poken. 

11. When any motion or resolution shall have passed, it shall be in order for any 
member who voted in the affirmative to move a reconsideration. 

12. No member shall absent himself from the services oJ Conference without leave, 
unless he is sick or unable to attend. 

13. No member shall be allowed to vote on any question who is not within the bar of 
the Conference at the time such question is put by the President, except by leave of Con- 
ference, when such member has been necessarily absent. 

14. Every member who shall be within the bar at the time the question is put, shall 
give his vote, unless the Conference, for special reasons, excuse him. 

15. No motion shall be considered unless seconded. 

16. The ISecretary shall keep a journal of the proceedings of Conference, and when 
approved, shall record them in a book provided for that purpose. He shall take charge of 
the journal and other papers of the Conference, and preserve them with care ; suffer no 
person to take a copy of any paper during the interval of Conference, except with the 
consent of the Conference ; and shall forward the journal and papers to the next Annual 
Conference. 

17. A motion to adjonm shall be in order at any time, and shall be decided without 
debate. 

18. No preacher shall bring any charge against any member of this Conference until 
he has first given him information of the same, either by letter or otherwise, ten days in 
advance, if practicable, so that the accused may have an opportunity for defense. 

19. When any brother intends to object to the passage of another’s character, it shall 
be his duty to hand the name of the person against whom objections are to be made to the 
President of the Conference, who shall pass the name by, to be investigated in secret ses- 
sion, at such time as the Conference may direct.

local preachers in their districts. Let the report state whether they 
are merely licensed, or Deacons or Elders.

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FIRST DAY. 

Wednesday, September 13, 1871. 

The Sixteenth Session of the Detroit Annual Confer- 
ence OF the Methodist Episcopal Church began at nine 
o’clock A. M., on Wednesday, September 13th, 1871, in the 
Methodist Episcopal Church at Monroe, Michigan. 

Bishop Matthew Simpson presided. 

Elijah H. Pilcher read the Ninety-sixth Psalm, announced the 
707th Hymn, and led the Conference in prayer. 

The Secretary of the session of 1870 called the roll. 

The transfer of James M. Fuller from the Michigan Annual 
Conference was recognized, and his name was ordered to be placed 
on the roll. 

Arthur Edwards was re-elected Secretary by acclamation. 

The rules of order in force during the session of 1870 were 
re-enacted. 

By authority of the Conference, the Secretary nominated Wm. 
C. Way, Leemon Barnes and D. W. Hammond as Assistant Secre- 
taries, and they were accordingly elected.

A draft for thirty dollars ($30) on the Chartered Fund was 
ordered.

Chicago, 12th September, 1871. 

To the Detroit Annual Conference. 

At the Michigan State Methodist Convention held in Albion, Michigan, 
December 13th, 14th and 15th, 1870, the following resolutions were passed: 

Resolved, That it is the judgment of this Convention that the Missionary Board of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church should make larger appropriations for our Missionary work 
than are now annually made, in the northern part of this State. 

2. That the Church Extension Board be requested to increase its appropriations for the 
building of Churches in the northern part of our State. 
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These resolutions are hereby communicated to your body by order of the 
said State Convention.

On motion, the contained resolutions were adopted by the Con- 
ference, and the Secretary was authorized to forward them to the 
two Boards in question. 

After an address by Dr. Rust concerning the work among the 
Freedmen, the Eleventh Question was considered. 

C. Simpson was excused from service on the Committee on Bible 
Cause, and R. C. Banning was appointed to serve in his place. 

The session was adjourned by expiration of time ; notices were 
given, and, after the Doxology, Luther Lee pronounced the Bene- 
diction.

Simpson in the chair. 

William E. Bigelow conducted the opening religious services.

Dear Fathers and Brethren — The Illinois State Methodist Conven- 
tion, held in the city of Bloomington, Illinois, November 15th, 16th and 
17th, 1870, took the following action concerning a daily paper : 

Resolved, 1st — That this Convention respectfully request the Annual Con- 
ferences of the M. E. Church, at their next ensuing session, to bring the sub- 
ject under consideration, with the view, if they deem it proper, to memorialize 
the next General Conference, to be held in the city of Brooklyn, N. Y., in 
regard to the establishment of one or more religious daily papers, under the 
management of the Book Agents of the Church. 

Resolved, 2d — That a copy of this action of the convention be forwarded 
by the Secretary, in due time, to the several Annual Conferences.

William E. Bigelow offered the report of the Committee on 
Sanctity of the Sabbath, and the report was adopted. (See 
Report A.) 

E. H. Pilcher moved that the election of delegates to the Gen- 
eral Conference of 1872 be made the special order of the day for 
ten o’clock on the morning of Friday, September 15th, 1871, and 
the motion prevailed. 

The consideration of the eleventh question was resumed. 

The withdrawal of John H. Burnham from his ministry and 
membership in the Methodist Episcopal Church was announced. 
Th^ Conference recognized the withdrawal, ordered his name to 
be removed from the Roll, and requested the return of his certifi- 
cates of ordination. 

The characters of B. H. Hedger, Alexander Gee and F. W. 
May, were passed, and they were made supernumerary without 
appointment, by their own request. 

Arthur Edwards, J. M. Arnold and W. C. Way, were appointed 
a committee to publish the minutes. 

The Eighth Question was considered. [See Disciplinary Ques- 
tions.] 

The relation of Curtis Mosher was changed from effective to 
that of supernumerary without appointment. 

W. H. Shier reported that the following resolution had been 
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passed by the Superannuated Preachers’ Aid Society of the 
Detroit Conference, and then moved that the Conference grant 
the contained request. 

Resolved, That the Annual Conference be requested to make our society 
a conference interest, for which there shall be taken an annual collection in 
the month of November of each year, to be added to the Endowment Fund. 

The motion prevailed. 

The Seventh Question was considered. [See Disciplinary Ques- 
tions.] 

The characters of T. C. Higgins, J. R. Noble and John Russell, 
were passed, and they were made effective. 

The report of the Trustees of Albion College was submitted and 
read, and referred to the Committee on that College. 

The Fifth Question was considered. [See Disciplinary Ques- 
tions.] 

The character of L. J. W^hitcomb, an elder, was passed, and he 
was graduated from the class of the Fourth Year. 

A motion requesting the presiding Bishop to appoint John Bus- 
sell Temperance Agent for the State of Michigan, was passed. 

A motion to reconsider the vote by which a Committee on the 
use of Tobacco was ordered, was lost. 

Documents from the General Church Extension were received, 
and referred to the Standing Committee on that subject. 

The Conference adjourned by expiration of time, notices were 
given, the Doxology was sung, and John Bussell pronounced the 
benediction. 



THIRD DAY. 

Friday, September 15, 1871. 

The Conference met at half-past eight. Bishop Simpson in the 
chair. 

T. C. Gardner conducted the opening religious exercises. 

A. J. Bigelow presented the report of the committee on fixing

2. That a committee of five be appointed to accompany Bishop Simpson, 
and convey the Christian salutations of this Conference to the Electoral 
Conference of Laymen, assembled in this city. E. A. BLADES,

The committee provided for in the second resolution was consti- 
tuted as follows : F. A. Blades, D. C. Jacokes, S. Reed, M. Hickey,- 
and J. S. Smart. 

The Committee on Missions reported in part. The report was 
received. 

The following resolution was presented : 

Whereas, Propositions have been made in some of our Church papers, 
that the Episcopacy be seriously changed by electing super! utendents to 
serve only four years unless re-elected, and 

Whereas, We believe no facts in the administration of our Bishops or 
in the state of the Church, call for such a change, and whereas radical 
changes uncalled for are always attended with great danger, therefore. 

Resolved, That this Conference disapproves ail propositions to limit the 
term of service of our Bishops. J. H. McCART Y, 

D. C. JACOKES, 

M. HICKEY, 

W. E. BIGELOW. 

The ayes and noes were ordered, and the resolution was 
adopted by a vote of one hundred and forty -seven to one (147 to 
1). J. S. Sutton alone voting in the negative. 

The Third Question was considered. [See Disciplinary Ques- 
tions.] 

A motion to proceed to the order of the day prevailed, where- 
upon E. H. Pilcher ofiered, and the Conference passed the follow- 
ing paper : 

1. Resolved, That the Bishop be and is requested to appoint four tellers, 
who shall collect the ballots and retire with two of the secretaries, and 
count and report.

2. R‘iS')lved, That if in. any of the ballotings more than the requisite 
number, shall have a majority of ballots cast, those having the highest 
majority shall be declared elected. 

3. Resolved, That we will elect two reserve delegates. 

I. N. Elwood, Win. Benson, W. H. Shier and H. O. Parker, 
were appointed tellers. 

The Conference further ordered that if a ballot contains more 
than six names, the first six alone shall be counted. 

A ballot was taken, and the tellers retired to count the vote. 

F. A. Blades moved that the presiding Bishop be requested to 
appoint C. C. Yemans General Secretary of the Detroit Young 
Men’s Christian Association. 

The motion prevailed. 

Silas P. Murch was received into full connection upon his certi- 
ficate of location, granted by the Detroit Conference. 

Rev. Mr. Boyd, of the Presbyterian Synod of Michigan, was 
introduced, and he presented the Christian salutations of that 
body. 

The Second Question was considered. [See Disciplinary Ques- 
tions.] 

C. F. Robinson was discontinued. 

The Fourth Question was considered. [See Disciplinary Ques- 
tions.] 

l^psilanti was chosen as the seat of the session of 1872 . 

Leave of absence was granted to John Russell and C. C. 
Yemans. 

The report of the Committee on Lay Delegation was presented, 
read and adopted. (See Report B.) 



The report of the Mission Auditing Committee was presented, 
read and adopted. (See Report C.) 

The report of the Special Committee on the Bethel Cause was 
presented, read and adopted. (See Report D.) 

The report on the Committee on Temperance was presented, 
read and adopted. (See Report E.) 

The time of the session was extended. 

It was moved that the committee on publishing the minutes be 
allow^ed discretionary power in the matter of printing the report 
of the Committee on Temperance. 
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The motion was laid on the table. 

The tellers returned to the Conference and reported the results 
of the first ballot for delegates to the General Conference of 1872. 
E. O. Haven and Arthur Edwards having received a majority of 
all the votes cast, were declared elected. 

The Conference adjourned, notices were given, the Doxology 
was sung, and the benediction was pronounced by J. M. Fuller. 



FOURTH DAY. 

Saturday, September 16, 1871. 

The Conference opened at half-past eight o’clock a. m. Bishop 
Simpson in the chair. 

J. H. McCarty conducted the opening religious services. 

The Journal for September 15th was approved. 

Aaron R. Laing was re-admitted to membership on his certifi- 
cate of location granted him by the Detroit Conference, August 
29th, 1870. 

Samuel P. Lee was similarly admitted on his certificate of loca- 
tion granted him by the Detroit Conference September 7th, 1866. 

Archibald H. Springstein was also admitted on his certificate of 
location granted him by the Michigan Conference September 5th. 

Oil motion, the Conference ordered the second ballot for dele- 
gates to the General Conference, and the tellers retired to count 
the votes. 

Layman W. M. McConnell was introduced, and proceeded to 
read the following address of the First Lay Electoral Conference 
within these Annual Conference bounds : 

To (lie Detroit Annual Conference of (he Methodist Episcopal Church: 

Dear Father and Brethren — We, the laymen of the First Electoral 
Conference within these bounds, extend to you grateful Christian greeting, 
and join with you in devout thanksgiving for the evidences of Divine 
favor vouchsafed to the Church in which we respectively are ministers and 
laymen. 
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To this we also add humble prayer to the Master of assemblies for con- 
tinued guidance and blessing. 

Invited to the General Conference, we respond with entire willingness to 
be made useful. We have never wavered in our confidence in your wisdom 
and faithfulness, and we now enter the councils of the Church only as 
re-enforcements to, and co-workers with you in the great work in which 
you are engaged. 

This world’s harvest fields are fast widening and ripening, the laborers 
have always been too few, and there is room for all who know the mind of 
Christ. 



We trust that our co-operation will release you from some departments 
of toil, and leave you freer for labors whereunto God has more especially 
called you. 

We love the Church, and that very love makes us hope that current dis- 
cussions, which have originated in some quarters, may not prove to be fore- 
runners of injudicious changes in our well-tried economy. 

God has given us Bishops who fear Him, and have kept themselves 
unspotted from the world. May God ■vouchsafe continued safety in this 
particular. 

We would especially deprecate the proposition to subject the Bishops to 
re-election, and hereby express our unwavering adherence to a life term in 
the Episcopacy. 

The Church needs years of fruitful quiet far more than she needs further 
agitation. The spring-time of planting has past, and we now pray for a 
peaceful summer in which to advance and secure the harvest. 

We do not wish to be over cautious, or unduly conservative, but we 
counsel moderation. 

In conclusion, we join you in labor and prayer for the speedy coming of 
Christ’s Kingdom on Earth.

It was moved to re-consider the action of September 15th, by 
which Ypsilanti was chosen as the seat of the session of 1872. 

A motion to lay the motion to re-consider on the table did not 
prevail, and the motion to re-consider was carried. 

East Saginaw was then chosen as the seat of the Conference of 
1872. 

The Report of the Committee on Periodicals was presented, 
read and adopted. (See Report F.) 
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J. H. McCarty and C. C. Yernans were appointed fraternal 
delegates to the Presbyterian Synod of Michigan. 

John M. Truscott was recommended by the Birmingham Quar- 
terly Conference as a suitable person for ordination as a local 
Deacon, and he was accordingly elected. 

The orders of Henry W. Wright, an Elder in the Wesleyan 
Methodist Church in America, were recognized, on a recommenda- 
tion of the Tecuraseh Quarterly Conference. 

William L. Armstrong was recommended by Mungerville Quar- 
terly Conference for ordination as a local Deacon, and he was 
accordingly elected. 

Edward Foster was similarly recommended by Midland Quar- 
terly Conference, and was in like manner elected. 

S. S. Littlefield, from the Committee on the Use of Tobacco, 
presented a minority report (Report G,) and J. M. Arnold pre- 
sented a majority report (Report H) on that subject. The latter 
was laid on the table. A motion to strike out the last resolution 
of the minority report was lost, and the minority report was 
adopted. 

The tellers returned, and reported the result of the second ballot 
for General Conference delegates. 

Thomas G. Potter having received a majority of all votes cast> 
was declared elected, and a third ballot was ordered. 

Rev. J. M. Walden, D. D., an agent of the Western Methodist 
Book Concern was introduced, and he addressed the Conference 
concerning Methodist publishing interests. 

The tellers returned, and announced the result of the third ballot 
for General Conference delegates. 

James S. Smart and Lewis R. Fisk having received majorities 
of all votes cast were declared elected, and the fourth ballot was 
ordered. 

The time of the session was extended. 

The tellers returned and reported. No person having received 
a majority, the fifth ballot was ordered. 

The fifth ballot having been counted, and no person having 
received a majority, the sixth ballot was ordered. 

Selah W. Noyes applied for a location, and his case was 
referred to the Presiding Elder of Detroit District. 
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Erastus Klumph and William Benson were granted a super- 
annuate relation. 

Erasmus D. Allen was recommended by Morenci Quarterly 
Conference for ordination as a local Deacon, and he was accord- 
ingly elected. 

John M. Green, having been an elder in the Presbyterian 
Church, was recommended by St. Joseph Quarterly Conference, 
Missouri Conference, for admission into the traveling connection, 
and he was so admitted on trial. 

Luther Lee was granted a superannuate relation. 

The tellers returned. The Conference ordered that the two 
candidates who have, next to the last one elected, the highest 
number of votes, be declared^the reserve delegates to the General 
Conference. The sixth ballot was then announced. Samuel 
Clements was declared elected the sixth delegate to the General 
Conference of 1872, and Seth Reed and Manasseh Hickey reserve 
delegates to the same. 

The Conference adjourned, notices were given, and the Bene- 
diction was pronounced by Dr. J. M. Walden. 



FIFTH DAY.

OPINION. 

1. When an appropriation is made to the Presiding Elder of a District, 
for the District, he will retain the amount, crediting it upon his allowance 
as estimated by the District Stewards, and so reporting to them. 

3. When an appropriation is made to a charge, the money is to be paid, or 
accounted for, to the Stewards of the charge, and is to be disbursed accord- 
ing to the provisions of the Discipline, to the preacher or preachers, and to 
the Presiding Elder, in common with other funds in the hands of the 
Stewards. 

Owing to urgent necessities, however, the Presiding Elder is justified in 
paying a part of the quarter’s appropriation to the preacher, but in such 
case report is to be made to the Stewards, and the proper credit given. 

3. The Presiding Elders should, when it is practicable, have the receipt 
of the Stewards or their vouchers. When that is impracticable, the receipt 
of the preachers should be obtained. M. SIMPSON.

ON THE SANCTITY OF THE SABBATH. 

(^Ado'pUd September Wh, 1871.) 

Your Committee on the Sanctity of the Sabbath beg leave to present the 
following report : 

The institution of the Sabbath is as old as the world. On the seventh 
day of the world’s history Cod rested from his labors, and blest and sancti- 
fied the Sabbath day. Upon this setting apart of the seventh day for 
sacred purposes is based the division of time into weeks, which has ever 
been observed in all parts of the world where the Bible has circulated. 
During the forty years occupied by the children of Israel in the wilderness, 
God constantly reminded them of the sanctity of the holy Sabbath by 
furnishing them with a double portion of manna on the sixth day, and 
miraculously preserving it on the seventh, while on that day he sent them 
none. He placed the Sabbath-law in the Decalogue, and thus made it a 
part of the moral code which is obligatory upon all men in all ages of the 
world. Among the J ews it was enforced by the mo.st severe penal sanctions, 
and Christ gave it the authority of his example by meeting and worshiping 
with the Jews in the Temple and in the Synagogues on the Sabbath day. 

It was made for man, and is demanded by the wants of his nature. He 
needs the rest of the holy Sabbath for the recuperation of his physical and 
mental natures after the exhaustive labors of the six days of toil. His 
moral and religious nature cannot be deprived of it without great loss. It 
is commemorative of the completion of the work of creation, and affords 
us sublime themes of contemplation concerning the power and wisdom of 
God, while its observance upon the first day of the week commemorates the 
resurrection of Jesus Christ, and gives us such conceptions of the goodness 
of God as can only be seen in redemption. It is typical of heaven, and in 
its rest from secular labor, and in the holy exercises of the sanctuary, and 
in the social religious circle, and in the devout exercises of family worship, 
and in the secret place of devotion, suggests the rest from secular pursuits, 
and the holy services of the eternal Sabbath above. 

Its institution at the close of creation — its place in the Decalogue — its 
demand by the physical, intellectual and religious natures of man— its 
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commemoration of creation and redemption, and its typical representation 
of heaven, in which all are equally interested, as well as its conscientious 
observance by the Apostles and early Christians, both Jew and Gentile, 
show it to be obligatory upon the whole race in all ages of the world. 
History reveals its importance by showing that Christianity has flourished 
most when the institution has been most strictly observed, and least when 
it has been most disregarded. In France, where the Sabbath has been 
abrogated by human law, infidelity is rampant and Romanism exists in its 
most objectionable features, while but little vital religion is found in the 
whole country. In Germany, where it is regarded as a mere holiday, 
modern rationalism had its origin, and vital religion has sunken so low in 
this land of Luther that the whole country is regarded as a suitable field 
for Missionary enterprise ; while in England and the United States, where 
the Sabbath-law is regarded sacred by the churches and enforced by civil 
enactments, Christianity has flourished more than in any other part of the 
world. 

This is no time for us to abate our efforts in behalf of this heaven 
honored institution. Its enemies in our midst are numerous and deter- 
mined. They are constantly coming from rationalistic Germany, and infidel 
France, and other countries, and establishing themselves in our principal 
cities, where they are laboring with all their power to bring our Sabbath 
laws into disrepute, that they may secure their abrogation. It is vastly 
important, therefore, that Christians and Christian Ministers be upon the 
alert, and by all lawful means oppose these encroachments upon our sacred 
institutions. In view of these facts, we submit the following resolution : 

Resolved, That we will preach upon the Sanctity of the Sabbath in all our congregations, 
and labor by all lawful means to secure its proper observance,

That it is with ihe greatest pleasure that we meet here so many brethren 
from our charges, assembled for the first time as an Electoral Conference of laymen in the 
city of Monroe, to select and send two of their own number to sit in council in the General 
Conference of 1872. 

Resolved, 4. That we re-affirm the second resolution of the series adopted at our last 
session, and that we recommend to the next General Conference to ratify the action of the 
Annual Conferences upon the subject, and admit the lay delegates elected to seats in that 
body.

ON TEMPERANCE. 

(Adopted September 15, 1871.) 

The State of Michigan occupies a high position on the subject of Temper- 
ance, inasmuch as no distilled poison can be lawfully vended within her 
territory ; and further, the venders and the owners of the premises on which 
the unlawful vending is perpetrated, are legally responsible for all the evil 
consequences of the nefarious traffic. The State of Michigan occupies a high 
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position, but she will occupy a still higher position, when her just laws 
against the vending of intoxicating drinks shall be so enforced throughout 
her borders, that none can obtain the means of intoxication without going 
beyond her jurisdiction. 

The vending of intoxicating drinks is a crime against God and man, and 
against the best interests of the commonwealth. The law of God and the 
universal judgment of mankind, hold men responsible for the known conse- 
quences of the acts they perform. Under the old dispensation, if an ox 
gored a man, the owner was held responsible, if he knew his ox was wont 
to push with his horn, and did not keep in. Every vender of intoxicating 
drinks makes the drinker furious and more dangerous than a mad ox. No 
law can be more righteous than that which holds the vender responsible for 
the malfeasance of his victim, who has been made furious by liquor which 
his hand has supplied. Common law holds men responsible for the crimes 
which they incite, encourage, aid or abet ; and when it is well known that 
a majority of all the crimes committed are the result of liquors dealt out 
by the venders, it is worse than folly to deny that they are responsible to 
God and the commonwealth for the consequences of their atrocious busi- 
ness. 

Drunkenness is admitted by all to be a crime, and, of course, every drunk- 
ard is a criminal ; and it is undeniable that every vender of intoxicating 
drinks, encourages, aids and abets drunkenness. It being a crime to get 
drunk, it must be a crime to furnish the means of getting drunk ; what one 
man has no right to drink, another cannot have a right to furnish him to be 
drank ; no man has a right to drink what makes him drunk, and, there- 
fore, no man can have a right to vend what makes men drunk, knowing the 
use that will be made of it. The venders of intoxicating drinks sell to 
drunkards, knowing them to be drunkards, therefore the vender is particeps 
criminis with drunkards. The vender being involved with the drunkard 
in the crime of drunkenness, he is necessarily involved in all the evils and 
crimes which result from drunkenness, and nothing can be more righteous 
than the law which makes venders and the owners of property who allow 
vending upon their premises, jointly responsible with the drunkard for the 
evils which result from his intoxication. 

Intemperance is an evil of fearful magnitude, which demands the strong- 
est efforts of every friend of God and man, in one united struggle to sup- 
press it. It is clearly and undeniably, in its consequences, a violation of 
every commandment of the Decalogue. It certainly violates the first com- 
mandment, for where king alcohol reigns, the claims of King Jehovah are 
disregarded and shaken off. It violates the third commandment by engend- 
ering profane swearing and blasphemy. It most clearly produces murder, 
adultery and theft, violating the sixth, seventh and eighth. 
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It might be shown with equal certainty that it violates all the other com- 
mandments, but the above is sufficient. 

It is a war of fearful ravage upon the best interest of the State. It not 
only corrupts public morals, but it blights public thrift, and consumes 
public resources. It wastes time, enervates the arm of industry, consumes 
the hard-earned means of the laborer, produces crime, involving an immense 
expense for officers, courts, jails and penitentiaries. It multiplies widows 
and orphans, and fills up our county houses, widows’ homes and orphan 
asylums, where they are supported at public expense. The whole expense 
has been estimated at more than two billions of dollars per annum, to this 
nation alone, which is much more than half of the entire expense of the four 
years’ war of the rebellion. It destroys not less than sixty thousand lives 
every year, in this goodly land. It is a worse scourge than any one of the 
ten plagues of Egypt, if not equal to the whole. The last was doubtless 
regarded by God and men as the most severe, which was the destruction of 
all the first bom by the destroying angel. But the families of the righteous 
had a defense against the destroying angel ; the door posts being sprinkled 
with blood, the angel entered not, but passed on to destroy in the houses of 
the unsanctified ; but there is no defense against the demon of intemperance, 
he often enters where hallowed fire burns upon the family altar, and strikes 
down the children of the holy. Like a destroying angel he is sweeping 
over the land, and wherever the shadow of his wing falls there is blight 
and sorrow and wailing, for he is not limited to the first born, but strikes 
down the oldest and the youngest, and the father and his sons are equal 
victims of his consuming breath. 

The history of the liquor traffic and of the efforts which have been put 
forth to suppress intemperance, furnish sad and conclusive proof, that while 
the traffic is continued and intoxicating drinks are offered for sale in city, 
town and country, some will drink and become drunkards, and intemper- 
ance with its desolating effects will continue. Intemperance can never be 
prevented until the traffic is suppressed ; and the traffic cannot be suppressed 
by moral suasion without the strong arm of the law. Time has been when 
moral suasion was powerful against the traffic. That time was when honest 
men were engaged in it, but it has departed, it is to be hoped, never to 
return. When the American Temperance Society was organized in 1826, 
now only forty-five years since, it was generally believed that fSie use of 
intoxicating liquors was necessary, as a beverage, and that venders were 
necessary, and that vending was an honest and respectable business. Then 
good Methodists and Presbyterians and Baptists were engaged in the traffic. 
Upon these men arguments were not lost, and with them truth and duty 
were supreme, and as light increa.sed, and it was demonstrated that intem- 
perance is the legitimate and certain consequence of the traffic, and that the 
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traffic is a crime, these men abandoned the business, and others took their 
places, who had less scruples of conscience, and less regard for truth and 
right. So great is the light on the subject, that honest men cannot engage 
in the traffic, and the present class of spirit venders have no regard for 
right, and no conscience to which an appeal can be made, and moral suasion 
is lost upon them. It is clear, therefore, that the traffic can be suppressed 
only by the strong arm of the law. 

It has sometimes been insisted that moral suasion can and will reform 
drunkards and stop drinking, and when men will not drink none can vend, 
and that the vender will be compelled to abandon his business for want of ' 
patronage. This would be a very good argument if the main position 
which it assumes was true, but all experience proves it to be untrue. It is 
not true that drunkards can generally be reformed by moral suasion. The 
only truth there is in it, is that moral suasion has, does and will reform a 
few of the many drunkards, and prevent some sober persons from drinking 
so that they will never become drunkards. But while so much is true, it is 
also true that many drunkards cannot be reached by moral suasion, and 
that of the number that are reached and temporarily reformed, the vender 
re-ensnares and re-enslaves about four-fifths, and that he manufactures new 
drunkards out of the moderate drinkers, and from the ranks of our young 
men, faster than all the moral suasionists in the land can reform them. 
You might as well attempt to dry up the running stream, while the foimtain 
that supplies it continues to pour out its waters unrestrained, as to under- 
take to suppress intemperance while the traffic is allowed without legal 
restraint. 

The objection against any attempt at a legal suppression of the traffic, 
that law cannot be enforced against public sentiment, is without weight. 
It is not pretended that law can be generally enforced, in advance of public 
opinion, yet it is proper everywhere to advocate the justice and necessity of 
a legal suppression of the traffic, as a means- of creating a healthy public 
sentiment on the subject. We shall never get public sentiment up to a 
point where a prohibitory law can be enforced, so long as we oppose a legal 
suppression of the traffic, and insist that moral suasion is sufficient without 
the aid of law. There is such an incongruity in the positions of those who 
support the legal suppression of every other crime, and oppose the legal 
suppression of the liquor traffic, which is the most fruitful source of crime, 
that such persons can exert but little moral influence against the traffic 
until they give to their moral arguments their true scope, by insisting that 
morality demands a legal suppression of the criminal traffic. 

The magnitude of the evil demands every possible effort to suppress it. 
An evil of like magnitude, coming in any other form, would rouse every 
power of the nation. If a foreign prince demanded, as a tribute, half as 
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much per annum as the liquor traffic costs, the national watch-word would 
he, “ thousands for war, before one cent shall be paid as tribute.” If it 
came in the form of a contagious disease, destroying no more than are 
destroyed by intemperance every city, town and country highway would 
be quarantined, and health officers would be stationed at every corner. If 
an army of foreigners had landed upon our shores, and were foraging, plund- 
ering and murdering through the country, destroying no more property and 
taking no more lives than results from the liquor traffic, the cry of the 
nation would be “ to arms ! to arms ! !” 

The hills of New England would leap at the cry. 

And the rivers and lakes and prairies reply. 

It would roll o’er the land, till mountiun and glen 
Sent back the stern echo, again and again, — 

“ To arms ! to arms ! !” 

But the evil is none the less real and fatal in its present form than it 
would be in either of the forms just supposed. Why, then, should we not 
rouse ourselves, and grapple with this gigantic foe of God and humanity, 
whose name is legion. The enemy is organized and united, and have pledged 
their word and property, for mutual support, in defending their God- 
provoking and man-destroying traffic. Shall honesty and virtue, and 
Christian integrity quail before such a foe ? Never ! Though our foe be 
like the boasting steel-clad giant of Gath, who defied the armies of the living 
God, we have truth and right and God on our side, and with these we can 
and will conquer. 

There is no want of powerful motives to stir us. The weal of the 
nation appeals to every live patriot to come to the rescue, and save the land 
he loves. The visible ruin of humanity, physically and morally, is enough 
to stir every element of Christian philanthropy. The perishing drunkard, 
with his blasted hopes and bloated form, with his trembling limbs and 
bloodshot eyes and hazy brain, with heaven dark above him, and hell open- 
ing beneath him, appeals for action with a power which should make our 
hearts leap within us. The woes of the wives and children of drunkards, 
and the sorrows of widows and orphans, made such by intemperance, and 
the anguish of fathers and mothers, whose once promising sons wear the 
drunkard’s chains, or sleep in the drunkard’s grave, appeal with a power 
which should make every sympathetic cord of the human heart vibrate with 
a responsive thrill. Rouse then to the conflict, one and all. Let ministers 
gird themselves for the fight in the panoply of heaven, and with the sword 
of truth smite the very head of the demon of intemperance ; strike and 
strike home for God and humanity. Let the pulpit wake its thunders, and 
become terrible to the venders of liquid fire and death and damnation. 
Let patriots demand protection against this destroying angel of blight and 
ravage. Let the women demand security, and let the children cry out 
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against the spoilers of their homes and joys. Let our legislative halls echo 
with denunciations of the infernal traffic, and let its condemnation be ful- 
minated from the forum of justice, and let it be driven from the land and 
the world.

First, by recog- ^ 
nizing the wants of the religious reading public of to-day and supplying 
their wants, in publishing articles of condensed thought, in avoiding all 
lengthy articles of local interest only, and by a well selected variety in each 
issue, and a hearty co-operation of all the agents. But that all this be 
possible, writers must cease to urge the publication of their articles, on any 
plea, whether of fraternity or position. On this point we commend the 
following extract from an editorial in the N. W. C. A. of July last to the 
consideration of all concerned ; “Could all the sensitiveness of writers be 
fully overcome, and the readers alone be considered in making up our 
papers, Methodist journalism ’.vould at once rise a hundred per cent.” All 
of which we believe, for while the favor to and support of our periodicals 
have a deep root in the hearts of our members, yet it is true that our 
church papers must in no inconsiderable degree depend for a large part of 
their circulation upon their intrinsic merits. Leaving, then, our editors 
free to the exercise of their literary j udgments and tastes, let us heartily 
co-operate with them in realizing a hundred per cent increase of the circu- 
lation of our connectional periodicals. 

A resolution passed at the late Illinois State Methodist Convention “ in 
regard to the establishing one or more daily religious newspapers,” was 
referred to your committee. We would say that we will hail with joy the 
day when a religious daily paper will be possible, but think that the time 
has not yet come.

ON THE USE OF TOBACCO. 

MINORITY REPORT. 

iAdopied September 16lh, 18710 

As a body of professed Christians and Christian ministers, we would say 
that the use of Tobacco may be one of minor importance, but not one of 
indifference. And while we would not ignore the subject, if it pertains to 
our piety or usefulness, yet we would not in any way be needlessly severe 
nor “ grieve those whom the Lord does not grieve.” 

We may regard it more as a question of Esthetics than of Ethics, but if 
our usefulness as ministers of the Lord Jesus be involved, we should con- 
sider the subject carefully, so as to secure the greatest perfection of religious 
character, and best promote the cause of Christ. 

It is in the latter sense that we would give more especial attention to the 
subject as Ministers of Christ, so as best to promote the Redeemer’s King- 
dom on earth. 

The use of tobacco, in any of its forms, by a Christian minister, we think 
will hinder his usefulness by precluding his access to many families, and 
to many persons, thus greatly curtailing his usefulness, and saving souls. 

In questions of morals, of course, we take the Bible as our standard. 
And in this, does not Jesus tell us, “ Whosoever will be my disciple let him 
deny himself, and take up his cross daily and follow me ?” 

St. Paul also tells us that we should cleanse ourselves from all filthiness 
of the flesh and spirit. And again, that we should “ do all to the glory of 
God, whether we eat or drink, or whatsoever we do.” 

In view of our position and usefulness as Christian ministers, the words 
of Howard, the Philanthropist, are Scriptural and appropriate here. “We 
should be willing to sacrifice our luxuries for others’ conveniences, our 
conveniences for others’ necessities, and our necessities for others’ extrem- 
ities.” 

That the use of Tobacco is an expensive, troublesome and disgusting 
habit we need not now stop to prove. It is doubtless true now, as in the 
days of the Psalmist, that they should be “ clean that bear the vessels of 
the Lord.’’ And in order to our greatest usefulness, we should “shun even 
the appearance of evil.” 

Therefore we recommend the passage of the following resolutions: 

1st. That we earnestly advise every member of this Conference to abstain from this 
self-indulgence, and recommend freedom from it to others by example and by precept. 

2d. That those who propose to join the Conference at any time hereafter, shall be ques- 
tioned upon this subject, so that it may be clearly known whether they use Tobacco in any 
of its forms before the vote is taken upon their admission.

ON EDUCATION. 

( Adopted Stptember 18th, 1871.) '* 

What kind of knowledge is of the most worth, is the leading educational 
question of the day ? The classical, the scientific and the mixed systems 
of training, have respectively their adherents and champions. But what- 
ever may be the relative value of these systems for the cultivation of the 
mind, it is fully conceded by Christian instructors that neither nor all of 
them, are sufficient to constitute a proper education. It is justly asserted 
that the cultivation of the moral and religious faculties are just as much a 
part of a symmetrical education as the cultivation of the intellect. To 
neglect either is to produce deformity. Literature and science may produce 
culture, but will not produce a correct moral or religious character. What 
is needed is that kind of education which neglects none of the faculties, but 
develops all alike. A correct education improves the heart as well as the 
head. Such an education recognizes spiritual religion, and although the 
education itself may not develop a religious experience, it cannot fail to 
recognize Christ and his Gospel. That knowledge, then, is of most worth 
which tends to produce the most perfect symmetry of mind and character ; 
and that education is of most worth which imparts that kind of knowledge. 
How is such education to be promoted ? 

1st. By insisting that the fundamental principles of the Christian religion, 
as contained in the holy Scriptures, shall be taught in all secular schools, 
from the primary school to the University. 
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2d. By maintaining institutions of learning under the patronage of the 
church which will sustain and carry out the Christian idea of education. 

Such an in.stitution has been established, and is now under the patronage 
of Methodism in this State. Albion College has already done much for the 
church, and is capable of doing much more. If properly sustained by the 
liberality and prayers of the church, its future influence for good cannot 
be measured. The assured success of the project by which a large addition 
will .soon be made to its endowment fund, and the return of G. B. Jocelyn, 
D. D., and W. H. Perrine, D. D., to the faculty, greatly encourages its 
friends to hope that it will soon be relieved from all serious embarrassment. 
An energetic and persistent effort by the Methodists of this State will assure 
the safety and success of the College. 

Neither the Garrett Biblical Institute, nor the Northwestern University, 
have put into the hands of your committee any reports or documents from 
which could be made a definite statement of their condition. In general 
terms it may be said that they are in a high degree prosperous, and reflect 
great credit upon the Faculties and boards of trustees by which they are 
so etficiently managed. 

We submit the following resolutions for adoption : 

Resolved, 1. That we pledge our most earnest efforts in aid of the agents of Albion 
College to secure the proposed endowment. 

Resolved, 2. That we will urge upon young men about to enter the ministry the import- 
ance of preparing thoroughly for their work, and will recommend them to supplement, 
when practicable, an academical or collegiate training by a course of study at the Garrett 
Biblical Institute. 

Resolved, 3. That we appoint A. J. Bigelow and A. F. Bourns visitors to Albion College, 
J. McEldowney, L. R. Fisk and T. C. Gardner visitors to Garrett Biblical Institute, and 
elect Arthur Edwards and W. W. Washburn Trustees of the Northwestern University.

ON ALBION COLLEGE. 

(Adopted September 18th, 1871.) 

Your committee have deemed it unnecessary to incorporate in this report 
a detailed statement of our college matters, as that has already been given 
in the Trustees’ report. The aggregates are as follows : Whole number of 
students in attendance during the year, 171. Last year, 217. Decrease 
from la.st year, 46. Notwithstanding this decrease of students, it is evident 
to your committee that the suocessful efforts that have been made by the 
officers and friends of the college during the past year, clearly show a 
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determination to make this, our only Methodist College in the State, what 
will be more creditable to us in the future than it has been in the past. 

To this end great improvements have been made in fencing and fitting 
up the grounds and repairing the buildings, so that, as Methodists, we can 
now point to our college with pleasurable satisfaction and hope. We now 
believe that the Preston proposition for raising ^110,000 increase to the 
present Endowment Fund within two years is beyond a contingency, this 
conference having raised f 875 more than the amount asked by the Trustees 
for this purpose. This endowment will yield an increase sufBcient to meet 
the current expenses, and then we shall no longer be asked to take annual 
collections on our charges for this purpose. Till then we recommend a con- 
tinuance of these collections, and would urge their importance upon the 
attention of every member of this conference. 

The term of office of Trustees, Rev. J. S. Smart, and Rev. A. M. Fitch, 
expires at this time. Their successors are to be elected at this conference. 
Your committee would therefore nominate Rev. J. S. Smart for re-election, 
and Hon. Henry Fish. The Trustees also also ask this body to elect visitors, 
and your committee nominate Rev. Hr. E. H. Pilcher, Rev. R. S. Pardington, 
Mr. 0. A. Critchett, and Miss S. A. Rulison. In conclusion, we offer the 
following resolution, viz : 

Resolved, That we will each use our influence to secure the attendance of at least one 
student for Albion College this current, year. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.

Besides, a 
community of interests demand that we shall promote their social improve- 
ment as a means of self-preservation. They are not only our fellow- 
men, but fellow-citizens. They are “ Greeks at our doors,” and members of 
the same body-politic. 

The organization of the Freedmen’s Aid Society of the Methodist Epis- 
copal Church, in 186(), was therefore a wise and timely act ; and the signal 
manifestations of Divine approval which have so far attended its operations 
call for our most sincere gratitude, as well as afford ample means of 
encouragement to future efforts in the same direction.
